We may note ia 
passing that this item hes, wo think, 
been rather incorreotly described iu the 
accounts, for itis not likely that Chinese 
bankers, who habitually trade to a large 
exteut on capital borrowed from fore 
eignors at rates much higher than tha 
company pays on its deposits, have lout 
it fands at 5 per cout. We shall only 
farther refer to the investments in the 
Kaiping and Ngan Wang mines, the 
other items on the accounts not calling 
for special notice. These appear to us 
to be too large,considering the indebted~ 
ness of the company and that there is na 
security that the mines will be profit. 
able, ‘The investments are also con- 
trary to the constitution of the company, 
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for in Bye-law No. 9 it is expressly 
stated that the “ Company is established 
for Steam Navigation only.” All other 
business is thus strictly probibited. If 
the directors of any company in 
Western countries departed in this 
way from the letter and spirit of the 
laws established for the conduct of its 
business, it is quite certain that cou- 


. fidence in them would be at once 


destroyed. It may be and probably 
is different in this case, but the course 
taken by the directors is full of risk. 
They cannot plead that their fiuancial 
support is necessary to the success of 
the Kaiping mines, shares in which 
have been at very high promiums for 
a year past. It would haye been 
wise in the directors to have realized 
their shares somo time ago, when 
the promiams on them could have 
beon applied to the extinction of some 
of the Company's debts. Tho Inst 
paragraph in tho report wherein 
the directors state their grievance opens 
with a rapid history of the Company 
since its commencement. We believe 
that every annual report has contained 
this, No previous one could have been 
such pleasant reading to the share- 
holders, as this in which the success of 
tho Company is traced. A tone of

Some very important representations 
have been recently made to the Throne 
with regard to the state of Kashgaria and 
Kausu.

Complaints are made 
of active and mischievous propagandism 
on the part of Mohammedan priests, and 
all the disturbances that have occurred are 
put down to the spread of their fs 
doctrines.

The Judges held 
substantially that the Act, which was an 
unfriendly one, was intended speciaily to 
prohibic the immigration to America of 
Chinese labourers from China or any 
foreign port. ‘The Act was uot made to 
break up the commercial relatious with 


































China, and ouly the merchant who came 
from China was required by it to be provided. 
with the certificate of identification. In this 
view the Justice believed he was borne 
out by the fact that the Act attached no 
penalty to the master of a vossel who 
brought from a foreign port a merchant 
who had not the certificate. That ce 
cate was simply for the protection of the 
merchant as against the labourer, and it 
was obvious that the Chinese Government 
could not well provide a Chinese merchant 
in aforeign city with a certificate of his 
personal peculiarities and his last place of 
residence in China, The discharge wi 
therefore granted, Judge Hoffman counsell- 
ing that the act should be enforced in a 
liberal manner, or elso it would soon be- 
come 0 odious that its repeal would follow. 
Tho insecurity to life and property in 
Kulangsu led the Consuls in Amoy to call 
‘a public meeting, on the 7th instaut, of 
residents to devise means for protecting 
property on the island; soveral daring 
robberies having occurred a fow nights 
before.

pletely detached from the main mountain- 
mass. “The ‘‘why-and-wherefore” of its 
* precipitous sides, the explanation of its 
peculiar form and of the strangeness of 
its situation, must have often afforded 
subjects for speculation to the casual 
visitor, if not to the inhabitants of the 
locality.

But whether this 
explanation is a satisfactory one, Dr.

A 
neatly executed map is bs fam to the 
article. Mr. Geo. Anderson’s ‘ Notes 
‘on the South Coast of Saghalien’ are read- 
able though rather laconic. In his deserip- 
tion of Okui-kotan Bay he says that the 
Shitum-sha, a species of wild leek, reputed 
to be a certain cure for scurvy, is found 
allover Saghalien and is largely used by 
the Russians and natives all over the 
n soldiers on the Amoor 
very fond of it, and detachments are 
sent specially to procure supplies of it for 
‘The smell of it is much worse 
than garlic. He was told by an old 
Okhotsic whaling captain that he has 
often, after having lived weeks at sea on 
salt provisions, run for tho island of 
Shantar, with himself and crow almost 
helpless from scurvy, and after using the 
Shirum-sha for a single week they invari- 
* ably got perfectly well. He also told him 
that in the icinity of the Shautar islands 
there is a rise and fall of 24 feet in the 
tides, with very strong tidal currents in 
Shantar Strait. It was on Shantar island 
that the unfortunate crew of the Nellie 
perished from scurvy, with pleuty of 
wild berries and Shirum-sha within reach, 
Jind they known their use and value.

circulation. ‘This is followed by Dr. Hirth’s 
paper on ‘The Hoppo-Book of 1753,’ a 
summary of which has appeared in our 
columns, An appreciative review, by the 
samo author, of a Chinese grammar by the 
Chinese Professor at the University of 
Liepsic completes a very satisfactory issue 
of the ‘Journal.’ 

‘Tho September issue of Art and Letters 
ig certainly up to the average as far as 
‘engravings aro concerned. ‘The full-page 
one which forms the frontispiece is en- 
titled, ‘The Wounded Acrobat’ and is 
said to be a fac simile of a painting by 
Simon Durand, Tt represents an occur- 
reneo which is probably by no means un- 
common in provincial towns at home. A

‘That of ‘Daniel in the den of lions,’ how- 
ever, although well engraved, strikes us as 
being very much like a caricature. Some 
of the lions are most unmistakeably pan- 
thers, and the rest are not unlike those 
large pariah dogs of which the Chinese ap- 
pear to be especially fond. Considering 
the cave is so easy of ogress the only 
wonder is that Daniel is contented to re- 
main in it with such strange companion: 
He is represented as clothed in a suit 
of nature, sitting on a lump of earth ; 
his head is a large opening through whicl 
he, or any other man, endowed with the 
least activity, could leap with the greatest 
ease, A fourth paper on ‘ Modern Land- 
scape’ is quite equal to the previous ones, 
though we have still the samo fault to fin 
with the samples, viz, that the trees 
are too much out’ of proportion to the 
other objects in the pictures. The full 
page engraving ‘Mary of Burgundy swear- 
to protect the privileges of Brussels, 
477’ from the picture by E. Wauters, a 
Belgian artist, is really a magnificent work 
of art, thongh its effect is somewhat loss- 
eued by its limited size.

Now the duiy at P‘ing 
Shan’ Pa, above I-ch‘ang is 18 cash a 
catty, or almost exactly 13 cash a pound ; 
0 that 100,000,000 pounds or, (allowing for 
cheating), at least 50,000 tons of salt must 
come vpenly, aud be olficially reported to 
and by the officials. ‘The Huai salt tax 
produce about ‘Tis. 3,000,000 a your. The 
three Hu Nan prefectures of Héng-chou, 
Yung-chou, and Pao-k‘ing, which proper! 
ought to consume Huai salt, are inundate 
with Canton salt, which also finds its way 
further into Hu-nan, chou Fu and 
Ning-tu Chou at Kiangsi are in the same 
plight, whilst Sz Ch‘uan salt drives out 
the Huai salt from Li-chou in the north 
of Hu Nan, and from King-chou and I- 
ch‘ang Fu in west Hu Pei. Consequent- 
ly, at Hankow there were, about twelve 
months since, over 100,000 permits, or sa; 
50,000 tons of unconsumed salt blocking t) 
way, and 170,000 permits similarly stored 
at Ichéng, lower down, near Nanking. 
‘The Canton and Szechuen salts are both of 
better quality than the Huai salt: hence 
a double difficulty in going back to the 
old rule by which Kiangsi and Hukuang 
were bound to consume Huai salt alone, 
Efforts are now being made to improve the 
Huai salt by what is known as the Bp 
ZH, which probably means double 
boiling. ‘The highest number of annual 
yin or permits, (of 600 catties if we re- 
member rightly), fixed for Huai salt was 
460,000, or, say, roughly, 180,000 tons for 
Hedk alone ; but that must be very much 
below the actual consumption, for profits 
depended entirely on smuggling and false

Many of our readers, says the China 
Mail, will be sorry to learn, from a Reuter’s 
telegram, received in Hongkong on the 7th 
inst., that Mr. Charles Wahab, the com- 
panion of Mr. Colquhoun in the recent 
expedition from Canton to Rangoon, has 
succumbed to the privations he endured 
on the march, Mr. Wahab proceeded to 
Calcutta, when Mr. Colquhoun went on 
to Simla ; but we suppose they went home 
together, and that poor Waliab died on 
the way home, or in England with his 
friends. 

‘The programme of the S.V.C, Autumn 
Prize Meeting has been issued. “The com- 
petition commences on the 7th and ter- 
minates on the 27th November. 

According to the Amoy Gazette, tho 
steamer Yorkshire, which had been ashore, 
came out of dock on the 29th September 
and commenced to take in cargo for New 
York, Sho ppears to have been still in 
Amoy on the last date of the Gazette, 10th 
instant. 

Captain Bassett, of the s.s. Kiangkwan, 
reports that the Chinese gunboat, which 
want ashore at Dove Point, has been got 
off. 

It has beon suggested that in the event 
of the Municipality’s deciding to adopt 
the electric light for the illumination of 
the Settlements, there is a danger of the 
streets being occasionally wrapped in total 
darkness by a sudden failure of the engines. 
People who fear this will be r 
the following extract from D1 
address at the British Association Meet- 
ing :— The objection frequently urged 
against the electric light, that it depends 
upon the continuous motion of steam or 
gas engines, which are liable to accidental 
stoppage, lias been romoved by the intro- 
duction into practical use of the secondary 
battery, which . . . . promises to accom- 
plish ‘for clectricity ‘what the gas-holder 
has done for the supply of gas.”

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18th ult., a correspondent describes his 
experience during the previous fortnight 
as most harrowing. At one time the deaths 
were so numerous that it appeared as 
though the depopulation of the place was 
inevitable. It is estimated by the doctors 
that neatly 12,000 have died from cholera 
in Manila alone in a period of ten days. 
Meanwhile the published returns made the 
death-rate about 150 per diem. This was 
done, it is believed, in order not to alarm 

ple, but the real facts are now coming 
Polght. ‘The supply of medicines, brandy, 
blankets, and coffins ran short. The bu- 
rials had at length to be effected by digging 
large trenches at Santa Mesa and the Loma, 
in which the Indians were interred a hun- 
dred at atime, Fortunately the epidemic 
is now rapidly abating.” 

‘We hear from the South that the Chinese 
troops in Tonquin have received orders 
from Peking to withdraw from that country, 
in consequence of the energetic protest of 
the French Minister to China, It id 
that the troops are rapidly leaving in 
consequence, and that there is a pro- 
bability of the establishment of a French 
Protectorate there ere long. 

‘An epidemic has broken out among the 
fowls in Hongkong. The China Mail says 
that the only symptoms seem to be in- 
ability to take food or to fully open theeye 

Tho Daily Press says :—We note by 
recently received papers that the Captain 
of the Fleurs Castle left Aden for home on 
the 8th August by the Radnorshire. A

Mrs. Camp- 
bell was a passenger in a steamer from 
‘Hongkong to ono of the northern ports of 
Queensland, and one day a little boy about 
4 years of age, to whom the lady was much 
attached, fell overboard, the accident 
occurring through a sudden lurch of the 
vessel. With the exception of Mrs, Camp- 
bell and the man at the wheel, all the 
passengers and crew were at dinner, With- 
‘out waiting for ao life-buoy or divesting 
heraelf of any clothing, and simply saying 
to the man at the wheel, “Don’t tell the 
child’s mother,” Mrs. Campbell plunged 
into the water, swam to the boy, and held 
him up till both were rescued, the steamer 
having been promptly stopped and a boat 
lowered. Neither the lady nor the boy 
waa much the worse for the immersion, 
and a thoughtful passenger having di 
tracted, the mother’s attention until the 
child was safe, the agonising scene which 
naually accompanies such accidents was 
avoided.

upon the Corean question. China, says 
the writer, claims suzerainty over Corea 
and has recently been very active in assert- 
ing it. ‘It was to establish this position 
before the world, and at the same time to 
get rid of the Japanese ascendancy, that 
Corea has within the last three months 
been nominally opened to foreign trade. 
Commodore Schufeldt, it must be remem- 
bered, was but a cat's-paw of Li Hung- 
chang, his treaty having been drawn up 
by tho Chinese, and the whole ceremony 
of negotiating and signing previously 
arranged between the Chinese and Corean 
officials. ‘The importance of the treaty 
from the point of view of its authors lies 
in the declaration that Corea is the vassal 
of China, though made responsible for her 
own foreign relations. The intention of 
this ambiguous and even self-contradictory 
clause is simply to enable China to make a 
stalking-horse of her dependency, to disown 
failures, and appropriate successes in her 
foreign relations.” We do not quite seo 
where the writer gets his notion of Corea 
having been “ made responsible” to China. 
The now famous clause certainly does not 
say this in so many words, although it is 
possible that as a paraphrase the rendering 
may be admissible. ‘Viator’ goes on to 
argue that as the greatest of British in- 
terests is peace it belioves the Government 
at home to support its representatives in 
Peking or Tokio in their efforts to prevent 
war. ‘That war will come sooner or later 
he thinks almost a certainty. ‘It is the 
settled opinion of those who watch these 
things that a war between China and Japan 
is merely a question of time aud opportuni- 
ty, and if China had any hostile views 
towards Japan she would in all probability 
make a recounaissauce in force through 
Corea.” It does not seem to have struck 
him that the reconnaissance might possibly 
come from the other side. Au uneasy feel- 
ing has lately sprung up between Corea and 
Peking. 

“Te seems to be generally accepted,” 
says the Ceylon Observer, ‘in the highest 
official circles now, that Sir James Long- 
den’s successor in the administration of 
ion is to be Sir Arthur Gordon.” Thi 
gentleman is a son of the fourth Earl of 
Aberdeen and been Goveruor of New 
Brunswick, Trinidad, Mauritius, Fiji, and 
Now Zealand. He still holds the last pos! 

We learn from the San Francisco Chroni- 
cle that Mr, Angell, late U.S. Minister to 
China, recently delivered an address to the 
Social Science Congress Saratoga, in 
which he expressed the opinion that if the 
importation of opium into China were pre- 
vented, the cultivation of the poppy i 
the Chinese provinces would soon be dis- 
continued. “Though he has spent some 
time in the Celestial Kingdom,” says the 
Ohronicle, ‘it was not long enough to 
enable him to acquire a thorough familiarity 
with Chineso affairs, Besides this, he 
seems to be ignorant of English authorities 
‘on the subject. According to English Con- 
suls who ha t many years in tho 
interior, the oultivation-of the poppy by 
the natives the provinces at a distance 
from the seacoast is universal, and it 
is their opinion that it was raised 
there before the English began to im- 
port it from India, Every hut has its 
patch of the poppy. ‘The people of the 
towns and villages are all addicted to the 
habit, which has proved even more physi- 
cally deleterio ere than in the cities of 
the coast provinces. There are laws against 
the culture which are not enforced except 
in famine years, when the public offici: 
make a great show of destroying the poppy 
crops, only to permit the more general 
planting in the succeeding years. The 
authorities at Poking know how extensively 
itis raised, but wink at the violation of 
Jew on account of the revenue.

‘The St. James's Gazette thinks it has been 
a puzzle to many in England to understand 
how there can be any profit made on some 
descriptions of China tea, which nominally 
are sold there at prices below those current 
at public sales in China, The. following 
extract from tho letter of a China corros- 
pondent thoroughly acquainted with the 
trade serves to explain this :—'Teas ate 
brought to Hankow by the Chinose owner 
who commit the sale of them to Cantonese 
brokers, and these show the ‘musters’ 
(samples) to the different houses, the cargo 
meanwhile remaining in boats on the ri 
‘Tho compotition among foreign houses for 
new teas is always very great, and when 
offers are received the Cantonese broker 
submits them to his principals, who aro 
quite ignorant of the character and even 
of the names of the foreigners, An offer 
having been accepted, the teas aro at once 
sent to the buyer's ‘godowns’ (warehow 
to be further examined, weighed, &. Now 
comes the chance of the unscrupulous 
buyer, who has probably given a tael or 
two over tho market price. The teas are 
declared to be not equal to ‘muster,’ and 
therefore there must be a cut of a tael in 
the price (i.e., a deduction). The dealer 
romonstrates, but he can do nothing ; for 
if he were to take away his teas he would 
not receive another bid for them. The 
foreign buyers who wore so eager be- 
fore are now as firm as unionists. 

i nothing to do with tors 
thrown up,’ a system that 
helps each in tun. ‘Tho Chinaman has to 
submit to the deduction ; then comes the 
weighing, and by ‘managing’ this cleverly, 
5, 8, 10, and even highor percentages can 
be ‘made.’ ‘The Hankow custom allows 
3 per cent. on the weight; and that and 
other percentages are in addition to th 
‘Thus a buyer may have in one way and 
another from 10 to 15 per cont. in hand, 
and between him aud actual loss. There 
is no guild at Hankow to take the part of 
the Chinese dealer ; he is anxious to soll 
and return to his home; and the Can- 
tonese broker whom he omploys is more 
in the interest of tho foreigner than 
his. By this system, which has be 
introduced and perfected of lat , 
a Hankow buyer was enabled to say last 
pose that, although his shipments to Eng 
land had lost 6 per cent. on book coi 
he had still 12 por cent. of gain left; 
and it was quite true, Every one here 
(Hankow) knows the men who carry on 
Unis disgracoful system ; thoy ato a produot 
of a new way of conducting the China 
trade, under which all, or nearly all, t! 
houses which prefer character and el 
hands to fraudulent trading have been 
driven out of tho China tea trade. In 
addition to these squeczos, there aro heavy 
discounts on all the packing and shipping 
charges which are retained by the foreign 
buyers in Hankow. Theso discounta—on 
matting, coolie hire, é&c.—range from 
20 to 40 per cent. ; but they may be held 
to be in a measuro legalised by the scale of 
charges authorised by the Chambers of 
Commerce.” What is here disclosed will 
help to explain the mystery of how tea- 
buyers can apparently make heavy annual 
losses and actually be prosperous. 

We find the following note in a contem- 
porary :—The adornment of dogs in Paris 
gives employment to nearly 1,900 in 
duals, who earn between $1,125,000 to 
$1,500,000, annually. Every variety of dog 
has its own proper toilet besides its own 
special toilet case, containing the brushes, 
combs, sponges and other necossary for 
washing and dressing. These things are all 
more of less expensive, and when the shav- 
ingprocess is added, and the ornaments to 
the shape of gold or silver bracelets and 
valuable collars have to be provided, the 
sum total is quite large.

SIR JOHN POPE HENNESSY. 
‘Tur unfailing torrent of invective which 
continues to be pouted upon the head 
of Sir Pope Hennessy by the nows- 
papers of Hongkong, is, when regarded 
from purely ethical and philosophic 
standpoint, a very remarkable pleno- 
menon, Never was a mau so hated. 
Charges are brought against him of 
#0 serious a nature that, were they but 
partially true, bis prolonged tenure of the 
Qaeon’s commission would be a slur on 
England, Ho is said to bave alionated 
ll, or nearly all, his subordinates in the 
Colonial service, and every merchant 
in Hongkong. He is an accomplished 
and systematic perverter of the trath, 
‘Ho suppresses reports, denies his own 
acts, and is self-seeking in every- 
thing he does. He lias misrepresented 
hie dealings to Lord Kimberley, and 
maligued the entire community of 
Viotorin, A worse or more mischievous 
Governor never occupied the post, and 
the daily prayer of the inbabitants has 
been that they may bo delivered from 
his detested rule, 

That such is a faithful represeuta- 
tion of public feeling in the Colony no 
one, we think, will dispute. Such is 
the character borne by the man of 
whom both Colonel Gordon and General 
Grant are said to have spoken in terms 
of the most cordial praise during their 
stay in China, and who is claimed by 
his friends to be one of the most single- 
hearted and high-minded men who 
ever came to the East. Woe weary of 
2 dispute which has consisted hitherto 
in the bitterest inveotives on one side, 
and equally unreasoning panegyric on 
the other. Let us come to facts. Woe 
hold no brief for Governor Hennessy ; 
but neither do we for his assailants. 
As, however, they have raised a louder 
clamour than his friends, let us, as 
absent and therefore impartial obser 
vers, try aud look into matters more 
closely. It is our deliberate opinion 
that things have now reached such a 
pitch that in all fairness both to 
the individual and the public some 
specific charges of mal-administration 
should be distinctly formulated against 
him, go that outsiders once and for all 
should be enabled to determine whether 
Sir Popo Hennessy is really as black as 
hisopponents wouldhaveusbelieve, Re- 
cent events in England will doubtless, 
indeed, compel Governor Hennos 
adversaries in Hongkong to adopt some 
such courso if they desire to reverso 
the verdict given in bis favour by 
many of tho leading journals at home, 
8 well as various influential societies 
representing different shades of political 
opinion, Our Hongkong friends are 
greatly concerned at this turn of affairs, 
and do not hesitate to attribute it to the 
artful wiles of the Governor ; but before 
We can except this statement in its 
entirety, as a fact, and admit that a 
largeandintelligentsection of theBritish 
press have allowed themselves to be com- 























pletely blinded and misled on important 
social and political questions by the 
influence of one individual, we consider 
ourselves justified in requiring that the 
special acts of omission or commission 
with which Governor Hennessy is 
charged should be clearly substantiated, 
and proved to be of such a nature as to 
deserve the general condemnation which 
is passed upon them in China, The 
adversaries of Governor Hennessy pro- 
fess to have such a thorough knowledge 
of bis character that they must ad- 
mit it was a fatal error to allow the 
British public to be duped as they 
claim it to have been, if they had the 
means of showing the contrary ; more 
especially as it would appoar that they 
were not wanting in representatives of 
position and influence in England who 
wore capable of exposing the deception. 
Governor Hennessy on the other haud 
has challenged his detractors in no un- 
certain terms, and has distinctly stated 
theprincipal measures ho inaugurated by 
which he claims to have advanced the 
material interests of the colony be gov- 
erned, and upon which he bases his 
demand for the approval of his fellow. 
couvtrymen at large. These, briefly 
enumerated, are— 

1—Reform in the Police and Prison 
systems, by which the Governor asserts 
that he has reduced crime and rendered 
life and property secare in the colony. 
Ia accomplishing this he abolished public 
flogging and branding, while he estab- 
lis ry cell confinement as ex- 
tonsively as the gaol space admitted, 
and reduced the Prison diet oue-third, 

2—The establishment of a practical 
system of education suitable to the needs 
of the colony, in which the teaching of 
English was made of major importance 
in the principal schools; this 
being encouraged by grants in aid 
without respect of race or creed in 
all schools submitting to the Goy- 
ernment requirements. 

8—Roform of the 0.D.0. is the 
next important measure claimed by Sir 
Pope, and in this connection we sup- 
pose we must class that objectionable 
system of domestic slavery he affirms 
to exist in the colony. 

4—Improvement in the sanitary 
system of Hongkong; and hero an 
efiicient dry-earth system is stro 
ously advocated by the Governor in 
preference to that of a water-flushing 
sewage. 

5—Reform in the system of repre- 
tation, by which qualified Chinese 
admitted on the Legislative Council 
and on Juries. 

6—The introduction of an efficient 
and practical system of tree-plauting, 

In addition we note that Governor 
Hounessy dwells on the fact that under 
his régime the Finances of the Colony 
reached a degree of prosperity unpre- 
cedented in history, while works of 
utility and industry have developed in 
a similar remarkable degree, and the 





























confidence of the Chinese secured to 
‘an-extent without parallel, It mast be 
admitted that these claims, if truo, cone 


stitute no unworthy record of a Colo- 
nial Governor’s work during the short 
term of five years, and we leave it 
to our Hongkong friends to take up 
the gauntlet thus publicly thrown 
down by Sir Pope Hennessy, and 
show that his claims are frandfal 
and fictitions. We shall confine our- 
selves to remarking with rogard to 
No. 8, that the Blue-books which have 
beou published disclose the most hor- 
rible abuses to have existed ; abuses 80 
revolting as to excite our surprise that 
they were possible under enlightened 
British rule. If this be true—if, indeed, 
there bea grain of truth in it—it seems 
to us that Sir Pope Hennessy must be 
looked upon as a reformer of an ad- 
vanced type, but like many of this 
class he is injudicious, and consequently 
unpopular, Even his friends may 
doubt if it ia not possible to carry out 
necessary reforms in a more condi 
ting manner or at all events with less 
unpopularity than is exhibited in the 
present instance. We would by no 
8 be understood as taking thia 
view ourselves, or argaing in favour 
of either Governor Hennessy or his op- 
ponents, We are only arguing in favour 
of justice and fair-play, and wo trast 
that some results in harmony with both 
principles will arise from the action woe 
now take. ‘Tho prosent stato of affairs 
is scandalous, whichever side may be 
right. It is as black a blot on Eogland 
for Hongkong residents to defame and 
vilify a good Governor, if he bo a good 
one, as it is for the Orown to be 
represented by so bad and unscrupulous 
a man as Sic Pope most certainly is, 
if half that bis opponents say is within 
the bounds of truth. 

















THE COMET AND CHINESE POLITICS. 
In writing somo weeks ago upon the 
subject of Portents in Obina, we sug- 
gested that it would be interesting to 
compare the various political events 
and public calamities that have ocour- 
red in by-gone ages with the physioal 
phenomena which were believed to havo 
been their harbinger, A Chinese would 
doubtless reply that it is unnecessary 
to go further back than the reign of 
tho present Emperor, if all we require 
is to establish a connection between the 
two. Tho comet which appeared last 
year was, as wo all know, accompanied 
by distresses in various portions of the 
country, besides synchronising pretty 
closely with the occurrence of oa 
of the gravest politionl anxiety. It is 
a disaster for any Son of Heaven when 
so menacing » portent appears during 
his reign ; but when two appear, with 
an interval of only a fow months be- 
tween them, the anxiety he feols is 
serious indeed. Its radiant train of 
light, which to unsuperstitious eyes is 
so grand and beautiful an object, is, to 
him, us a flaming sword, emblematioal 
of the vengeanos of Heaven upon an 
unworthy nation its Imperial 
hoad, aud eloquent is the warning thus 
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addressed in the eara of the frightened 
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monarch, Wo need not be surprised 


therefore at hearing that an urgent | fi 


Deores has recoutly been promulgated 
in the name of the youthful Emperor 
respeoting the splendid phenomenon 
which now rises so grandly iu the 
morning sky. The Court is thoronghly 
frightened. It has not yet reached the 
pitch of weeping tears of blood, though 
that painful operation may have to be 
resorted to ere long. At present a 
tono of severity prevails, ‘The comet is 
a olear indication that officials are lax 
in making propor reports to the Turone, 
‘and have been keeping the Emporor in 
the dark as to pestilences and other 
calamities among his people. On this 
point the Emperor wisely confines him- 
self to generalities, which however we 
shall have uo difficulty in specialising 
farther on. His Majesty has reason to 
believe that thore have been many 
shortoomings iu his employment of meu, 
—which is another way of snying that 
many of bis subordinates are not fitted 
for the posts they occupy. He has 
Leen subjecting the Imperial heart 
toa very rigorous examination in the 
seclusion. of the Palace, and tho stato 
of that organ is discovered to be such 
ag to fill him with fenr and awe and 
torrible disquiotude, As regards tho 
state of the Empire, it must be ackuow- 
lodged that it is such as to justify the 
fiery message conveyed to him by 
Honven. His subjects, ho says, are 
poverty-stricken, and await relief, for 
their means of subsistence appear to 
bo terribly straitened. It is a time of 
gront anxiety and embarrassinont. ‘Tho 
js one which it behoves the 
Sovereign and his Ministers to meet 
with prompt measures aud a reverent 
heart; and then follows the extraor- 
dinary injunction—" Ye, Ministers of 
the Court, should ench of you evince 
all loyalty and justice, and strenuously 
guard yourselves against the thraldom 
of oficial routine.” Shade of Con- 
facius! Woe should bavo thought 
that so licentious a suggestion would 
prove sufficient of itself to call forth 
f perfect galaxy of comets. But, to 
continue, these officials are to buckle 
to, aud “discover the real state of the 
country.” They aro also, with eagor 
zenl, “to make such dispositions as 
may give rise to all possible advantage. 
and eradicate all possible evil.” If all 
these things are done, and official rou- 
tine be no longer permitted to hamper 
the officers in their work, and overy 
precaution taken against possible trou 
ble, then “ the people will live in pence 
and quietness, till Heaven be in har- 
mony with Earth, and all harmful in- 
fluences allayed.” This is very excellent 
and wise advice, and shows an amount 
of paternal severity tempered with 
solicitude quite remarkable in 80 young 
acbild. But in all serionsuess, there is 
no doubt a very grent deal in the pre- 
sent atate of China calculated to give rise 
to alarm. The Corean question is at 
presont quiet, but it is only sleeping. 
‘Tho apprehensions which- exist with 
regard to trouble on the Rassian fron 























tier are only too well grounded. Dif. 
of as yet undefined magnitude 
loom in the direction of Yunnan and 
Tongking.” Floods aro, or have been, 
devastating half the provinces of China. 
There is a block of office in Sze-ch‘uan, 
An-bui, Fa-kien, Kiangsi, Chékiang, 
Shautang, Honan, Hunan, and Chihli 
—aud this is perhaps a more serious 
question than we are apt to consider it 
at first sight. Grave charges have 
been brought against some of the 

Is in the Empire—Ch‘ang- 
li, Chon Jni.ch‘ing, Ching-lien, Wang 
Won-shao and others,—fearful turpi- 
tude being alleged against Wang ‘Ting- 
an, an Intendant of Circuit in Shansi. 
The Mohammedans are giving trouble 
again in Kanso, aud wholesale mur- 
ders of unusual traculence are being 
constantly reported to tho Throne. 
Altogether the condition of China is 
calculated to embarrass her statesmen 
and alarm the Emperor. It is not for 
us to criticise the code which forms the 
standard of private and official morality 
in China. We confess that it is almost 
asmuch beyond our grasp as Dr. Legge’s 
translation of the ‘Yi King’—* wo 
have not canght the inspiration” neces- 
sary to discover a clue to its meaning. 
Que day we find an officer punished 
for inflicting tortures, and the next 
wo read of a woman being patted 
reprovingly on tho back for burying 
her own son alive. We give the 
o up in these matters. They aro 
as little likely to reform their code of 
ethics at present as they are to embrace 
tho Nowtouian system of the universe, 
But we heartily agree with the Em- 
peror of China in his expressed oor 
tion that very serious abuses exist iu 
the provincial and metropolitan ad- 
ministration, and can assure him that 
he might have acquired the knowledge 
without any assistance from the comet 
which seems to have frightened him so 
muob. 


























THE CATTLE DISEASE. 


Tae importance of the poiats involved 
must bo our apology for recurring to 


the subject of cattle disease. We do 
not refer so much to the cousequeuces 
of recent outbreak, though we 
imagine if the matter were carefully 
investigated it would be found much 
mischief has been done which might 
have been prevented had timely notice 
been given to the public when it first 
appeared; bat as we pointed out in a 
provious article, Shanghai seems sub- 
ject to such attacks, aud it is important 
to consider whether some effective 
means cannot be devised for proventing 
outbreaks in the future, or at least 
confining them within narrower limits. 
Onr iuvestigations thus far appear 
to reveal a system in the Mauicipal 
arrangements in this direction so de- 
that, in our opinion, it amouuts 

stem at all; and suggests tho 
suspicion that on a close examination 
other branches of the service might be 
found equally open to criticism, The 
ohief defect of s government conatituted 














like that of this municipality is that the 
details of management have to be left so 
much in the hands of the ataff that the 
latter become virtually tho ralera of 
tho place, and the Councillors thom. 
selves can generally do little more than 
give their formal sanction or the reverso 
to the acts and suggestions of ‘their 
employés, Whenever this is done with- 
out due consideration, and it is found 
‘a mistake has been committed, there is 
naturally a disposition on the part 
of the Councillors to shield their sub- 
ordinates and thereby excuse thom. 
selves. Such a state of things begets 
a epirit of independence on the part 
of the employés, who’ are led to ex- 
ercise their own discretion as what 
they shall communicate to their su- 
periors ; and the system thereby becomes 
one of mere routine—well enough 
adapted to ordinary requirements, but 
found sadly wanting when perhaps the 
very emergency arises which it was par- 
tioularly intended to providefor. Take 
for instance the Sauitary Department 
in connection with this outbroak of 
cattle disease. It has been publicly 
hinted that reports have been made 
from time to time which have not been 
published, aud which in justioo to those 
coneerued should have been published. 
Ifs0, when and to whom were such 
reports made, and whore are they now ? 
We can woll understand that when 
supreme indifference in regard to the 
subjects of the routine work daily 
passing through their hands cha- 
racterises, as is often the case, the 
members of an office-staff, such ro- 
ports would be received merely a3 @ 
matter of form, of no interest to any 
oue in particular, and neatly folded, 
endorsed aud pigeon-holed. Such may 
have been tho fate of the reports 
referred to, and if so they should be 
brought out and made publicin justia 
to those who mado them. Far-rtho 
more it has been asserted as one excuse 
for the Iuspector’s apparent dereliction 
of duty that the dairies outside tho 
settlement are not under Municipal 
control. We have heard the same thing 
hinted at, but caunot believe that any 
member of the Council or Council's 
staf would endeavour to shield him- 
self from blame by resorting to such 
a wretched subterfage in view of the 
apparent facts of the case. The reports 
from the Inspector published by tho 
Council, refer to “ Cattle in the Native 
Dairies.” What native dairies, we would 
ask? ‘The few and unimportant ones 
within the limits of the settlement 
alone? No! They profess to embrace 
all the native dairies in the vicinity, 
and so it will be foand on reference to 
the Inspector’s detailed reports. As 
far ns the Farm is concerned, the man- 
ager in @ letter published on the 4th 
instant says “I invariably consult 
the Health Officer, under whose direc. 
tion I have acted throaghout.” While . 
thus actually taking cognizance of all 
the dairies, should the Oouncil or 
any member of the staff endeavour to 
avoid the responsibility for short-com.

ings in the reports made with regard 
to the dairies ontside the settlement by 
the excuse that their control is con- 
fined to those within the settlement, 
then the sooner some official announce- 
ment is made as to the real significance 
of the reports published, the better 
for all concerned. If this is the con- 
struction to be placed upon them, 
nothing could be more misleading than 
the present system. It would bo vastly 
better to have no reports at all, and 
leave those interested to find ont such 
things for themselves, than Jull them 
into a fooling of security by pro- 
fessing to keep them accurately in 
formed, quietly allow an epidemic 
to go on with its ravages without 
making any mention of it whatever, 
and then to come forward—after the 
whole has passed and the public are 
informed from other sources—withsuch 
® vague and most unsatisfactory re- 
port as that submitted to the Council 
on the 25th September, and furnished 
by them to the papors und the public 
in the inoredibly short space of eight 
days thereafter!! If the Tuspector 
ig paid out of the public funds for 
inspecting and reporting on dairies 
outside the settlements simply to far- 
nish materials for other members of 
the staff to file away, then somo radi- 
gal change should be made, and that 
hardworked official allotted some more 
important and profitable employment. 
Phe object of our articles on this 
subject has been to induce investiga. 
tion whero it appoars to us it is most 
endly wanted, and not as seems to 
have been imagined by the owners 
of ono of the dairies to attack that 
establishment or any other. We wish 
all the dairies success, and believe 
what we have written will con- 
tribute to that result. So far from 
the outbreak of disease in a dairy 
being a matter of reproach to the 
owners, it is a misfortune for which 
they are to be pitied, and wo believe 
tho ownors of. the Farm would have 
had the unqualified sympathy of the 
whole commanity, our own included, 
for the losses they have sustained, had 
they taken the community into their 
confidence as was dono by their pre- 
Aecessor Mr. Fergusson, at the time of 
the serious outbreak three years since, 
when he at once made the fact known 
by communicating it to the newspapers. 
What: we have attacked is the most 
unaccountable secrecy which has been 
preserved, and which in our opinion 
has contributed to the spread of the 
Aisoaso and thereby inflicted very heavy 
Tosses. Such secrecy we consider to be 
about as purposeless as anything we 
ever hoard of, So far as we can learn, 
not even the physicians in the place 
were informed of the existence of the 
disease. The information we first gave 
appears to have beon substantially cor- 
rect. It hes been confirmed by the 
manager of the Farm himself and by the 
tardy report of the Inspector. Whether 
the number of cattle which perished 
was Sfty or one hundred is immaterial 





















so far as the object of our remarks 
is concerned. It is sufficient to know 
that contagious diseaso was and had 
been in existence at the Farm and other 
dairies for some time, of which no 
intimation had been given by those 
whose duty it was supposed to be to 
make it known. Early information 
on such a subject could not have been 
of greater importance to any one than 
to the owners of the Farm themselves. 
‘They have tho largest establishment of 
the kind here, and it is mistaken policy 
on their part to encourage a system of 
concealment. The earliest intimation 
possible should have been given to the 
publio, so that every one might havo 
been on his guard. It is stated by the 
manager of the Farm that his system is 
80 perfect that every variation in the 
supply of milk from each cow is 
noted. He must therefore have a 
complete record of the disease at his 
place from its commencement until its 
final extinction; anda report based upon 
it, ting the date of the outbreak, 
that on which the first cattle died, the 
number of deaths daily, how many wore 
calves, how many cows, whether the 
cattle attacked were Australian or Eng- 
lish, with the symptoms manifested eto., 
eto, might prove of great value in 
determining the precise nature of the 
disease, and enabling owners of cattle 
to know how best to deal with it in 
any future outbreak. This we hope 
will be forthcoming. As for the Council, 
it is plainly their duty to seo that the 
public have early aud correct informa- 
tion in some way upon all matters 80 
closely affecting their intorest, and we 
aro satisfied the ratepayers will no 
longer be content to have euch informa. 
tion withhold until it ceases to be of 
any value, 




















CHINESE INVENTIONS. 


Every one admits that the Chinese are 
‘an ingenious people. A visit to Canton 
in the olden days convinced the travel 
ler of this, and when he selected his 
specimens of carved bamboo figure 
painted glass, miniatare portraits, china 
tea-onps, not forgetting “laborious 
orient ivory, sphere in sphere,” and 
exhibited them on his return in some 
country town in England, all his won- 
dering friends and acquaintances were 
convinced of it too. We do not wonder 
therefore that they invented many 
things of a curious and usefal nature, 
such as the manufacture of silk fabrics, 
in the most ancient period of their 
historic existence, and the application 
of the magnetic needle to navigation 
in recent times. The fact that China 
ia the native country of the silk-worm 
seems to guarantee to the nation for 
ever the honour of the invention of silk 
clothing. Research has deprived them 
of the credit of many other things, but 
in this they are secure. Then for the 
use of the needle on board ship; as 
long as the record of that embassy 
which went from Ningpo to Corea by 

















soa in the year A.D, 1122 remains 





unrivalled in its antiquity in the history 
of navigation by the compasa by that 
of any other poople, so long the Chinese 
must be allowed the credit of this in- 
vention. 

That the Chinese have borrowed 
from other intelligent races many re. 
markable inventions is equally true, 
Those who write abont the Ohi 
without making researches often ate 
tribute to them tho honour of inven- 
tions which really belong to other 
nations. In the present state of our 
knowledge we cannot very well go baok 
in our investigations to the first ages, 
and say for certain whother the Chinese 
themselves invented the astrolabe with 
which they observed the stars in the 
reign of the Emperor Shun, or whether 
the iden was borrowed from Babylon, 
the native land of astronomy. Bat the 
the foreign origin of the instrament is 
much easier to believe in than the native, 
and there for the present the question 
must be left. It is different with some 
other inventions of a later date, The 
of paper for writing and of ink made 
of lamp-black and certain resinous 
woods ueed not be ascribed to the 
Chinese a original inventions. They 
may bo reasonably referred to the 
Greeks, who not only became neigh. 
bours of the Chinese as a consequence 
of Alexander’s expedition to Bactria, 
but undor tho Roman Empire wore for 
many conturies the chief conductors 
of trade with the Hast. It was about 
the year A.D. 105 that native-mado 
paper, manufactured from bark, hemp 
fibro, old grass-cloth and old fishing- 
nots, was presented to the reigning 
Emperor, and from this time it grow 
into use rapidly. Bat paper from the 
Roman empire used to como ia tribute 
with the mercantile caravans along 
with othor western products at that 
time. In the year A.D, 284 a prosont 
of 30,000 sheets of paper was sent 
from the Roman Empire, probably by 
order of the Emperor Carus, who died 
in that year, leaving the throne to Dios 
cletian, It was the Emperor Han 
Wa Ti who four centuries before this 
timo opened up a southern trade with 
countries bordering on the Indian 
ocean and established commercial 
route to Persia and westorn countries, 
and all through the long duration of 
the Han dynasty the trade which then 
commenced was continued with the 
des incident to mercantileenter- 
pI The Chinese would see paper 
and ink as the in use among the 
merchants, and in the several embassies 
arriving chiefly by the sea route. They 
would learn how they were made from 
the interpreters who accompanied the 
ambassadors, and would proceed to put 
in practice the lesson they received. A 
Governor of Canton at the end of the 
third century wrote a book on the new 
plants he saw during his residence 
there. In this book, which fortunately 
has been preserved, he mentions the 
cocoa-nat, the cassia, the nutmeg, the 
areca palm, the sugar-oane and many 
others, He marked ont among eighty 
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plants and trees new to north Chiva, 
those which came from the Roman 
empire. Among them is the tree from 
whose bark the paper is made, of which 
30,000 sheets were sent to China 
asa gift. Pine-wood soot and lamp- 
black are the chief constituents of 
Chinese ink, The ink of the an- 
cient Romans was much the same, 
and it was rubbed on a stouo for use. 
Tho Roman Emperors, too, wrote with 
red ink when attaching to documents 
an official signature, The vermilion 
writing of the Emperor of China seoms 
to be imitated from this ancient practice 
of the Romans, Putting all these facts 
together and picturing to ourselves the 
arrival of old-fashioned Arabian ships 
at Canton in the days of this in- 
tolligont Governor, with the various 
productions of the west on board to be 
exolanged for silks, we caunot but 
fool persuaded that China might bavo 
learned the ideas of paper-making aud 
ink-maunfacture from the Grecks and 
Romans, Te'ai Mu, tho Chinese in- 
voutor of paper-mnking, was a uative 
of Canton province aud belonged to 
what is now Shao-chou to the north of 
the city of Canton. Since paper was 
made in.the west before the Christian 
era, the benefit of the doubt as to 
whothor the Chineso copiod ov not 
foreign models should be given to the 
hypothesis of western origin. 

‘Phat the Chineso aro vory glad to 
adopt foreign inventions in’ our own 
tiine is true in one senso and uot truc 
in another. A rich Chinese within the 
same domain of his own houso likes to 
practise photography, to make chemicn! 
exporiments, aud collect microscope 
telescopes, aud foreign furniture. ‘be 
gorernwout officer likes to procure 
deadly artillery, to learn the mauufac- 
ture of efficient gunpowder, and to 
drill his troops in the foreign way. 
‘Ho does not like to establiah railways 
‘and telegraphs, partly because ho 
fonra tho resistatice of interested oppon- 
outs and of tho uuprogressivo section 
of his countrymen, and also partly 
because he dreads their being used 
agaiust China by foreign Powers iu case 
of war, Ingeniousas the Chinese are they 
canuot do without western inventions, 
and tho balauco of superiority is so 
tromondously against them in arts, arma, 
‘and religion, that the postponement of 
improveuents is only the prolongation 
of their own iguorauce aud weakness. 























‘THE FRENCH-MAIL PAPERS. 


Ir is not often that we have so interesting 
fa batch of papers to work upon as we are 
favoured with to-day. First and foremost 
comes what we may characterise asa literary 
production almost unique in its way, being 
an article on the Salvation Army by His 
Eminence Cardinal Manning, in the Con- 
temporary Review. We venture to say that 
all who read this very remarkable and 
excellent utterance will be struck with 
plonsure and surprise, Such opinions from 
the Head of the Roman Church 

are, to say tho least, unexpect 
broadly Chiristian aud catholic spirit which 
characterises them is, we take it, seldom 
found in the writings of Romish authors, 
‘Tho Cardinal sees in the Salvation Army a 











proof of the spiritual destitution of an enor- 
mous proportion of the inhabitants of Eng- 
laud whichmakessuchamovement possible; 
and says that to such a population *“a voice 
crying aloud in God’s Name is as a wari 
ing in the night.” He speaks in the highest 
terms of both John Wesley and General 
Bovth, and quotes S. Paul’s words, Phil. 
i, 15—18, in which he records his joy that 
the Gospel is preached, even by unau- 
ed or contentious evangel ‘he 
inal goes further, and gives instances 
iu his own communion of eminent preach- 
ers who were ouly laymen. He also 
cites the rebuke of Christ under similar 
circumstances—“ Forbid him not, for he 
that is uot against you is for you.” —If the 
work answered to the conception, says Dr. 
Manning, it would rauk Ingh among t 
movements external to the Catholic unity 
in prodence, zeal, and devotion. He 
appears unable to find much fault with the 
conception. Even when he comes to the 
working, ho deals with its shortcomings in 
afar gentler aud more dignified tone than 
many of its Protestaut critics, aud we 
regret that our space does not permit 
us to quote more fully from his admic- 
able words. His concluding sentences, after 
expressing his fears for the future of the 
‘Ariny on account of the extravagance which 
isles its operations, are as follow : 
fevertheless our heart’s desire and 
prayer is that they who labouy so fervently 
with the truths they kuow may be led into 
the fulness of faith ; and that they who are 
ready to give their lives for the salvation of 
souls may be rewarded with life eternal.” 
—Wo tum now to th 
Athencwn has a loug review of Dr, Legge's 
“Yi King,’ which contains at least oue 
consolation for many who have read the 
work. ‘Tho reviewer confesses his utter 
inability to understand it,“ We caunot,”

js obscure book.” ‘The subject-matter 
is indeed, as he says, confused ; and the 
additional rays of ‘Yan's commentary seem 
to make the darkness greater.

English Journalism and the 
‘Mea teho have made wt. By 
(Charles Pebody. " Cassell, Pet- 
fer, Gatpia € Co, Londen, 
Paris aud New York, 1882, 
‘Tug above work is one of the latest issues 
of Cassell’s Popular Shilling Library. It 
is well printed on good paper, aud its 
general get up is worthy of the eminent 
firm whose imprint it bears. The inform- 
ation it contains is conveyed in a light, 
readable form aud includes so much that is 
interesting to the English public generally 
that we make no apology for offering our 
readers a summary of the same. 

In his first chapter the author draws a 
sraphic of Fleet Street, that headquarters of 
British journalism, as it was in the days of 
n, Congreve, Steele Marlborough, 
Halifax and Walpole and, later on, in th 
days of Johnson, aud as it is in the present 
year of grace when “ the place swarms with 
hewspapers—religious newspapers, comic 
pers, sporting newspapers.”

and constitute part of its history quite as 
much as the pleasauter and nobler associa- 
tions which link us with the days of Burk 
and Reynolds, of Rogers aud Charle 
Lamb, of Dickens and Douglas Jerrold, of 
Leigh Hunt and of Cobbett, aud that will 
link the recollections of the next generation 
with Delaue, and with the most brilliant 
and distinguished of modern journals— 
with William Howard Russell, with George 
Angustus Sala, with Edmund Yates, with 
Justin M‘Carthy, with Edwin Arnold, 
and with Archibald Forbes.

Hence the term gazeltes ; the newspapers 
ir name from the coin charged 
for reading them. ‘The author does not 
forget to mention that there is another 
explanation—that gazette is derived from 
gozzerdtta, a magpie, but, as he rightly 
says, this is uot etymology but satire. 
‘The idea that Lord Burleigh published the 
first English japer most probably had

i ish history—the preparations of the 
Spaniards for the invasion of England. At 
any rate, it does not appear to be supported 
by reliable authority, ‘he i i 
series of newspapers in the Bi 
seum, supposed to represent the earliest 
attempts of the kind, the writer asserts to 
be transparent forgeries which ought never 
to have imposed upon a single man of 
critical sagacity, the Weekly Newes of 1622 
being the earliest that is above suspicion 
of any kind. After this came many papers 
and news-letters all of which had a short- 
lived existence in consequence of the 
severity of tho Star Chamber, without 
whose permission no paper could be pub- 
lished. During the Commonwealth, as may 
be supposed, they fared but little better. Iu 
1663 came the Restoration and with it the 
first newspaper worthy of the name—the 
Intelligencer, whose editor was Sir Roger 
LEstrange. There were heroes before 
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Agamemnon, and there were newspaper 


editors before Sir Roger L’Estrange, But 








till his appearance all the public writers 
whose names have come down to us 
are, like Ossian’s heroes, shadows with 
the stars dimly shining through them. 
But Sir Roger L'Estrange, if not tho 
first or most distinguished of English 
foneasli, is the first man who has 
eft his mark distinctly upon the Eng- 
lish Press. That mark is not an hon- 
ourable one. Sir Roger L'Estranyo was 
distinguished by many of tho highest 
qualities of a newspaper conductor. Ho 
possessed every kind of courage. Ho know 
how to use his rapier as well as his pen, 
He was a man of infinite resource, a man 
of sagacity and scholarship. Ho was 
master of a strong, racy, and taking style, 
He had a keen perception of humour. Ho 
never took more than one view of a 
subject, aud he knew how to put the 
strong points of that view in a way to 
strike the venal. But he is said to have 
been the first Buglish journalist whosold his 
pen as a soldier of fortune sells his sword ; 
and as licenser of the Pross he was 
sterner and moro tyrannical than those who 
put him in power. Sir Roger L'Estrango 
was, par excellence, the journalist of the 
English Restoration. He was the first 

journalist to sit in the Houso of 
the first distinguished by the 
favour of the Crown, and the first to make 
journalisin a profession. 

‘The reign of Queon Anne produced tho 
Daily Courant, the first daily uewspapor 
ever publis! England, It was about 
the size of a single page of the North-China 
Herald, was printed on one side only and 
contained nothing more than a fow scraps 
of intelligence, in which it is difficult now 
to find anythi ng of intere: Tho Spec- 
tator, Tatler and Guardian are too well 
known to most English readers to require 
any further mention than to remark that 
they steered clear of politics and dealt only 
with the fashions and follies of the time, 
The Examiner and Whig Examiner wore 
the organs of their respective parties, 
Atterbury, Swift and Bolingbroke were on 
the staf of the former, while Addison w 
editor of the latter, But the press enjo 
very little liberty at this period, 
was pilloried and had his ears cut off, and 
Sir Richard Steole was expelled from the 
House of Commons for expressing his 
opinions rather too freely, ‘The uewspaper 
tax took the place of prosecutions and ox- 
tinguished “all the little pouny papers,” as 
they were called, except tite Spectator, 
which increased ‘its prico and success 
fully defied it, thanks to the genius of 
Addison. 

‘Until the year 1729 there were no Par- 
liamentary reports. In that year nows- 
papers began to report the specches of 
the Opposition, and as soon as this was 
done, the Ministers and their majority, 
instead of answering tho apocches, pro- 
tested against the reports as a broach 
of privilexe, Walpolo was wise enough 
to seo that if Parliamentary procesd- 
ings were to be reported at all they 
ought to be reported fully, ‘The general 
opinion was that the press had no right to 
discuss political questions at all because it 
tended to make Members of Parliament ro- 
sponsible to their constituents, when they 
ought to be responsible to their own con- 
sciences. ‘Chis isstill constitutional theory, 
for oven to thisday it is against the standing 
orders for any newspaper to publish a report 
of what is said or done within the walls of 
Parliament. At that time the Gentleman's 
‘Magazine oecasionally gave what it called 
@ full report of speeches in Parliament. 
‘Most of them were supplied by Dr. John- 
son, who, it is now known, often wrote the 
spovches he was supposed to report, and, 
to use his own words, his chief caro was to 
“Jet tho Whig dogs have it.”

thousands of pounds to convince Mr, Walter 
that the failure was not due to the 
perversity of his printers but to the 
practical difficulties which surrounded his 
conception.

YLADIVOSTOOK, 


Your readers may remember that I have 
in one of my former communications men- 
tioned the name of a Mr. Sologub in con- 
nection with the newspaper which ia going 
to be started this autumn. This gentle- 
man went home in the Mosiwa, which was 
wrecked on Cape Guardafui. ’ According 
toa telegram received here from him, it 
seems that ho will be able to start his 
newspaper wit 1g account of his 
adventures and sufferings arising from that 
disaster. ‘The passongers and crew were 
Iauded somewhere on the coast of Africa, 
where they had to remain for about

ELOPURA. 

The B.N.B, yacht Leila steamed in here 
on the 21st insiant, having His Excellency 
the Governor on board. Ou landing he 
was receivel with usual salute, which 
was returned by the Leila, and’ with a 
guard of honour of the Sikh and Somalee 
force, His Excellency stays on board pend- 
ing alterations to Government House. The 
French barque Printemps left this port on 
the morning of the 24th instant, with a 
cargo of timber for Hongkong. There 
have been 10,046 bundles of rattans ship- 
ped away from here this month already ; 
of these the Hong Ann took 3,449 and the 
Julieta 6,597 in addition to the usual quan- 
tities of ‘Teepang (Béche de Mer), Gutta, 
Birdnest, etc., etc. 

Of local items we have several. ‘The 
health of the town continues very satis- 
factory, and progress is visible on all sides, 
New liouses are springing up everywhere, 
Dut quickly as they are built they cannot 
afford accommodation for the rapidly in- 
creasing population, every steamer both 
from Labuan and Sootov bringing numerous 
additions, so that a yreat many of the houses 
are inconveniently and what in other 
































places probably mould be unhealthily crow- 








‘Tho Saw Mill is in full work, but it 

be hard to say when there will 
be any planks for exportation, the local 
demand being so large. On several occa- 
sions lately there have been three vessels 
in harbour at one-time and once or twice 
four. About a fortnight ago the English; 
French, Spanish and Sabah flags were all 
flying from different vessels in port on the 
same day. 

On the Hong Ann's arriving some 
tor of a mile off the jetty on the 14th 
nt, it was evident to the whole town 
that the Durisn season had commenced in 
Sooloo.

All the rest is high 
primeval forest without the slightest trace 
of human-kind and the only track near it 
a broad and newly-used elephant-path, 
On dit, however, that several thousands of 
acres are already applied for in this neigh- 
bourhood, which is expected to be the 
centre of the agricultural district. Tho 
nearest houses are at Elopura, 10 miles 
away, but this will very soon be altered, 
‘The first gang of wood-fellers has alrondy 
been engayed, aud as the guano will be 
shipped off from here, as well as the 
birdsnests from the rich Gormanton caves, 
a busy little town may soon be expected. 
to spring up, which has our heartiest good 
wishes for its prosperity. 

Ou the 9th instant Pangeran Samah do 
Gadong, head of the Booloodoopy tribe, 
surrendered to take his trial for the murder 
of Taha, son of Euraum Golaveo, head of 
the Bajaw tribe. The Court was thickly 
crowded with spectators, the Bajaw party 
being on the right aud the Booloodoopi 
on the left. Both sides had been 
armed on coming into Court. ‘The jury 
was: composed of two Sooloomen, ‘two 
Chinese, two Malays, and an Arab, the 
Resident being Judge, Every precau- 
tion had been taken to- prevent any- 
thing unpleasant happening. ‘The centre of 
the Court was ocoupied by a large body of 
armed Sooloo, while fortmen were picketed 
all over the floor and amongst the specta- 
tors at six feet apart from one another, in 
addition to a reserve force being read; 
within call, but out of sight, with fix 
bayonets. “As was expected, there was no 
real evidence against the Pangeran except 
the dying man's owy aseertion that he had 
been poisoned, and after full enquiry he 
he was acquitted ; his speech in his own 
defence was strikingly able, particularly 
cousidering that he had never been in a 
Court of Justice before—pointing ont the 
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want of evidence agaiust him, the want of 
motive, the fact that he would absolutely 
be aloser by Talia’s death, as-the latter 
owed him a hundred dollars on account of a 
debt of his that he had paid, and the absence 
of ill-will between them, as he had felt 
towards Taha as though towards his own 
son. He also pointed out various errors in 
what little evidence there was, and finally 
concluded by throwing himself upon the 
sagacity of te jury aud the justice of the 
Court quite in the best Old Bailey style.

being badly housed, ill fed and iil clad.

Out conscience is far too soft to take the 
responsibility of frivolously endangering 
any lives, and especially those of our 
friends and countrymen at Hongkong, by 
trying to hide an epidemic disgase before

be to avoid ils spreading. If there 
was really such a disease raging here we 
should be the first to come forward and 
give warning, but we uow lave much 
pleasure in putting the minds of our 
friende at ease; no such epidemic 
decimated Hoiliow yet, aud there is no 
real cause whatever for putting our port 
into quarantine.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GazETTES. 
August 17th.—Memorial from Yitlu, 
Governor of Auhui. From the begi 
of summer heavy rain fell throughow 
i On the Ist and 4th July, tho 
received reports from’ tho 
Commissioners of Finance and Justice, 
announcing the sudden flooding of the 

district city of Ch‘ien-shan ; much injur 

was done to the East, West, and Sout 
walls, and all buildings were completely 
submerged. ‘The districts of T’ai-hua and 
Su-sung and the localities in the neigh- 
bourhood of Chfien-shan and TYai-hua, or 
further down stream, were also the scone 
of terrible inundations. Wherever the 
flood passed, houses and their inhabitants 
were swept bodily into the river. ‘tho 
waters burstin the West Gate of the district 
city of Ying-shan in Lin-an Prefecture, 
ind rushed down the Great Street, making 
aclean swoep of the inhabitants. In Chien 
shan more than 2,000 persons were drowned, 
in T'ai-hua 200 to 300 lost their lives, be- 
sides large numbers in Su-sung and other 
places, From several places, moreover, no 
report has yet been recoived. All these 
places pray for relief. For the last ton 
Years or more, no such calamity as this, 
which has now befallen seven districts, hag 
occurred, Such an unparalleled disaster 
must be due to the Memorialist’s inofii- 
ciency. The inundated places are still 
under water, and the starving remnant of 
the people, scattered and homeless, ory 
algyd for food and shelter. The living 
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must bo relieved and housed, lest they die 
of hunger, or are driven to commit 

tho dead must be buried, lest their decay- 
ing corpses breed pestilence: the flooded 
fields must be drained, and seed for 
the second sowing issued: the dykes 
must be repaired by the labour of those 
relieved. The lives of the people can be 
preserved only by the immediate provision 
of large sums. The Momorislist details 
the steps already taken, which, ho says, 
are but as ‘a drop in the bucket,’ and pro- 
poses further messures’of relief.” Suitable 
Officers have been sent to apportion relief 
to the aflicted districts, so as to give 
effectual aid. If tho funds ho proposes to 

rovide prove insufticient, he will make a 
Farther appeal to His Majesty, On his 
way back to the Capital to relieve this

Cattle in Native Dairies.—Tlio Inspector 
reports that on 7th inst. he found all the 
cattle healthy and freo from disease, and 
that he made a very careful inspection of 
those dairies in which there was disease at 
the date of his previous report. A com- 
parative statement, giving the fornightly 
iucrease and decease in the number of 
cattle in the dairies since the commence- 
meut of the year, is alao submitted, shewing 
that there could have been no epidemic 
disease amongst them until after the 9th 
Soptember. 

Decided to publish this along with the 
aninutes of last week. 

Cattle Disease.—Some days after the date 
of the above report, disease broke out 
amongst the cattle in’a native dairy on the 
Babbling Well Road, known as the Kiukong 
Guiry, situated near the second mile stone, 
carrying off 3 bulls, 2 cows, and 1 builalo. 





















































The healthy animals have been sent away 
into the country, leaving 4 cows and 6 
still sick on 13th inst. 

‘Pho owner informed the Inspector that 
the cows ceased to produce milk so soon as 
they were attacked with the disease ; 
consequently no milk cau have been taken 
from them. 

Local Post Offce.—Letter from the Local 
Postmaster submitted, stating that owing 
to the greatly increased number of Ex- 
presses circulated through the Local Post 
Ontice, he finds it impracticable for his sta 
to perform their work satisfactorily under 
the present system ; he therefore suggests 
that the Council should authorize him to 
limit the circulation of Expresses to cortain 
hours daily. 

‘The Council approve of this suggestion, 
and it is decided to notify the public that 
after the 1st of November, Expresses will 
only be circulated at 9and'10.30 a, 
and 4 p.m. daily. 

Tinvickshas.—The Superintendent of Po- 
lice reports that 2,456 licenses have been 
iasued for October, and adds that the natives 
who deposited with him §222, some two 
mouths since in order to secure wetting 
licenses, have not yet brought any jinrick- 
shas to’ be licensed, At present there is 
great dificulty in getting coolies, as many 
Of those usually employed in drawing jini 
rickshas have gone home, and will not 
return until after the harvest is over.

THE CHINA MERCHANTS’ S. N. CO. 


The th Annual Report of the China 
Merchants’ S.N. Co., from the 1st day, 7th 
‘year to'the 30th day 6th moon 
of the current year, embracing statement 
of the working of steamers, linbilities aud 
depreciation account, etc., is now 
published for the information of share- 
holders living at a distauce. Detailed ac- 
counts have already been made up in 
pamphlet form under different headings 
aud sent to the Viceroys of Tientsin and 
1g, and copies forwarded to the 
what and ‘Tiontsin 'Tao-t‘ais and the 
different ay in Shanghai, Hankow, 
Foochow, Hongkong, Canton, 
apore. 
Workiny o the Steamers. —The Company's 
steamers during the past year have been 
confined to running between the Treaty 
ports, ‘The proposed scheme to seud them 
to Honolulu and San Francisco las been 
suspended for the present, owing to the 
severe competition of foreign steamers. In 
September last the Meifoo was despatched 
to England with tea, aud returned last 
March; but through the jealousy of 
foreigners she made no profit out of the 
trip. Agencies were established last winter 
in Cochin China ; offices and godowns have 
been built there, and business promises to 
be successful. ‘The amount of tribute-rice 
carried last season was over 300,000 bags 
fom Kiang-si, over 240,000 from Chie- 
ikiang, and 30,000 from Hu-pei—80,000 
in all. ‘The conveyance commenced early 
in the new year, aud was completed in the 
Gth moon, " Abont this time trouble arose 
in Corea, aud four of our steamers were 
called upon to convey six regiments of 
troops from ‘T'éng-chou to Seoul. This 
was finished in ten days, ‘The freight col. 
leated during tho yoar is moro than 10% 
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Jess than during the year previous. This 
is partly owing to the drought which pre- 
yailed in the former half of the twelve- 
month in the North, and partly to the 
floods, in the latter ‘half, in the South. 
Besides these two, there were also causes 
arising from the formidable competition of 
other steamers and the low rates of freight 
which prevailed on the coast in conse- 
quence. But what we have to congratulate 
the shareholders upon is the fact that, there 
having been no loss of any of our steamers, 
the Insurance Fund makes up the difference 
in our earnings. 
‘Steamers.—The river-steamers owned by 
the Company are the Kiungkwan, the 
Kiangyung, the Kiangfoo, the Kiangpiau, 
the Kiangehing, the Kiangtung, the Kiang. 
teen, and the Kiangping. ‘Those on the coast 
are the Paulah, the Fungshun, the-Haeting, 
the Hacan, the Haishin, the Haesan, the 
Yelsin, the Hingshing, the Yungning, the 
Leeyuen, the Chintung, the Yungning, the 
Fuyew, ‘the Hwaiynen, tho Meifoo,’ the 
Tungting, the Kangchi, the Meili, aud the 
Lita; twenty-seven boats in all, as was set 
forth in Inst year’s report. ‘ihe loss of 
the Hochuny was referred to on the same 
occasion. In consequence of dissatisfaction 
with the verdict of the Court in Shanghai, 
the case was appealed to the Privy Council 
in England, and we have received informa 
tion that the decision has been modified. 
Both sides are now held to blame, and the 
Lapwing is ordered to pay half the cost of 
our steamer and her cargo. This amount 
will be credited to the Company when we 
receive it. The alterations in the Meili 
have been also mentioned. ‘These were 
finished early in the spring, and the steamer 
put upon the Cochin China line. A great 
improvement has i 
Haean, by exchanging her paddles for pro- 
pellers. Sho was finished in May, and put 
‘on the Tientsin line, where she lias proved 
very successful, The Haeshing, which 
took the sailors to England, returned 
in April, having received new engines and 
boilers. She is now on the Foochow 
where she does good service. ‘The Kia 
tung also underwent extensive alterations 
last winter, having been made to draw 
only 5 ft, The Fuyew's engines, havin; 
been found out of date, have been replaced 
by new ones. ‘Lhe appointments of these 
five steamers have in fact been entirely 
altered ; and although the amount spent 
upon them—Tls. 200,000—may be looked 
‘on as euormons, it was considered neces- 
sary to suit them to the requirements of 
trade and keep them fully up to the 
highest standard of excellence. The Kiang- 
ching, Haesan, and Tungting have also 
been found rather superannuated, and 
although they might have been utilised a 
few yeurs longer by dint of repairing, still, 
in order to keep up the reputation 
‘of the Company, they have been turned 
into hulks aud ‘lighters. ‘Thus it will 
be seen that of tlhe twenty-seven boats 
there remain only twenty-four. With 
respect to new steamers, the last report 
spoke of the construction of the Chiywen 
and Puchi. We subsequently purchased 
the Kungpi and Tunan, and ordered a new 
river steamer to be built, to be called the 
Kiangyii. OF these five new boats the 
Chiywen, Kungpi and Tunan arrived here 
during the winter and spring. We have 
also received intelligence that the Puchi 
has left England ; the Kiangyii, however, 
will probably not be ready until after the 
autumn, Besides these, we have also 
ordered the construction of two large steel 
boats, which are expected to arrive next 
spring. ‘These two will carry 30,080 piculs 
of cargo with a draught of 18 feet, having 
4900 tous carrying capacity. 
Accounts.—The word Capital as herein 
used means the original capital of the share- 
holders. Under the item of ‘Government 
Loan’ it will be found that amount stood 
last year at Tis. 1,518,000. More than 
‘Tis, 300,000 having been returned to the 
Goyorninont during the past twelve mouth, 




























































it will be seen by the accounts that the 
sum stands now at Tis. 1,217,000. The 
amouut standing under the head of Depo- 
sits from Insurance Offices and Native 
Bankers was, last year, over Tis. 1,100,000. 
‘The capital of the insurance offices having 
since been increased, and deposits from 
various quarters having risen enormously 
during the year, it has reached the figures 
now stated in the accounts. It was for 
this reason that no calls were made on the 
shareholders for the construction of the new 
steamers above referred to. Last year the 
Insurance Fund was Tis. 44,000; now it has 
reached more than ‘Tis. 236,000, in conse- 
quence of the tranquillity of the seas. Tho 
items outstanding—freight, coals, stores, 
ete.—are very similar to last year’s. Shares 
the An-hui, Kung-mén, and Kaiping 
ines were taken for the sole purpose of 
pplying the Co.’s steamers with coal. 
‘he valuation of the twenty 

ers last year was over ‘I! 
the value of each vessel hi 
put down under its respective name 
in the detailed accounts then presented. 
The improvements mado iu the five 
steamers above-named and the repairs and 
alterations effected in the remainder of the 
fleet cost over T! 0,000. The cost of 
the Chi-yuen, Kung-pi, Tu-nan, and Pu- 
chi is nearly Tis. 500.000, and the amount 
paid on account of Kiang-yii and the two 
steel boats up to date is Tis. 150,000. 
Adding these amounts together and deduct- 
ing ‘ls, 250,000 odd for depreciation gives 
the present value of the fleet as Tis. 
2,626,800 according to the accounts. 

‘The Land property of the Company was 
represented in the last report as amounting 
to Tis. 1,129,000 in value. More has now 
been purchased and more buildinys erected 
at both the Upper and Lower Wharves in 
Shanghai. A building has also been pro- 
cured for offices in Hongkong ; the amount 
under that head is ‘ls. 184,000. The 
amount of Tis. 27,000 under the head of 
Hulks in excess of last year is because of 
au additional hulk being stationed at Wa- 
hu ; while a further reduction of Tis. 20,000 
under the head of Docks aud Rice-bags 
was made on account of Depreciation. The 
amounts under the head ‘Working of 
Steamers’ having been already explained 
in the first part of this report, calls for 
no repetition here. ‘Sundry Receipts’ 
will be found to have amounted last year 
to Tis. 98,000 and this year to only Tis. 
9,800. ‘This is accounted for by part of 
the rice-freight having in former years 
been set aside for the purchase of rice- 
bags and the pay of storage, and that is 
why freight on tribute-rice last year 
only ‘Ts. 199,000 while Sundry Receipts 
came up to over Tis. 90,000. But as the 
whole freight had to be returned to Gov- 
ernment on account of the loan, it was 
not advisable to split it up into two heads. 
Consequently the freight collected for 
tribute-rice this year was Tis. 300,000, as 
appears in the records. Under ‘ Repairs to 
Godowns’ appear repairs to all the build- 
ings belonging to the Company in different 
“Interest Account’ refers to 
interest paid to the Insurance offic 
native banks, and others, who have 
deposits with the Company. Interest 
dividend was as customary. Properly 
speaking, the item ‘Extra Dividend’ 
ought not to be made, because the Company 
is still in debt to other people ; but as we 
have come toa resolution to call for an- 
other million taels of capital, aud as th 
amount belongs of right to the share- 
holders, we have thought it advisable to 
make this dividend in order to lessen the 
call they have to pay up by ten per cent. 

The Call of Additional Capital, and its 
Object. ‘This Company was started in 1873, 
aud is consequently now nine years old. 
From one single steamer it grew to ten, 
and then twenty, and to-day it has a fleet 
of thirty. Such are the signs of success 
it shows within so short a time. In 
competition with us we have Jardine’s, 





















































































Butterfield & Swire, and McBain, on the 
Yangtsze ; Jardine’s and Butterfield’s on 
the Tientsin line ; Jardine’s on the Foo- 
chow line ; both houses on the Swatow 
Tine ; both houses in addition to Siemssen’s 
‘on the Cauton line, and the Hongkong and 
‘Macao Co. as well as Butterfield’s on tho 
Canton river. ‘The number of steamers 
thus arrayed against us is greater than our 
own but in business we are not behind 
our ‘competitors, as these foreign firms 
are putting up their freight, and though 
wo have ordered new steamers this number 
will only make up our deficiency at other 
ports, “As our business has now acquired a 
firm footing at the treaty ports it is 
our duty to see that it is extended to 
foreign countries, and for this purpose we 
require two steamers of 4,000 tons each 
with good speed ; also two or three coasting 
boats for'Tientsin, Corea, and Cochin-China, 
It is on this account that we make the cali 
of Tis. 1,000,000. But having in view that 
the value of our shares is over 100 per 
cent. premium in the market it would be 

just to the old shareholders if new 
shareholders were to be admitted on an 
equal footing. It is therefore proposed 
that each holder of oue share shall bo 
eutitled to another, thus making the 
capital of the Company Tis, 2,000,000 ; the 
amount to be paid up not later than the 
end of the present Chinese year. Interest 
will be. allowed from the day the money 
is paid into our oflice, ‘Therefore, the 
simplest way for shareholders will be that 
those who wish to respond to the call 
will only have to pay ‘Tis, 80 for their 
share, and receive scrip for ‘Ils, 100, But 
those who do not wish to take any addi. 
tional shares will receive the Tis, 20, and 
if the amount of the call on that share is 
not paid up at the end of the year, it will 
bo allotted to new shareholdi 





























The Position of the Company, Past and 
Present i 





s of the Company 
co its foundation in 1873 has been 
conducted with great care and enorgy on a 
strictly commercial footing. In the first 

ar the Company only had six bo 

idend declared was 10%. Th 

cond year consisted of ten boats, The 
dividend declared was 15%. With 
bright prospects as these, we felt ourselves 
compelled to order to six boats more, 
with the expectation of allotti 
shares. But, most unfortunately, 
tho Ydnnan affair took place, and the effect 
of this was that not ouly were we unable 
to get new shareholders, bus the old on 
were so alarmed that many sold out at 
507% and 60% disconut. It was on account 
of this that although a dividend of 10°/, 
was declared on the third year, te accounts 
showed a loss of 35,000. At tho 
commencement of the fourth year, two 
new river steamers arrived, the Kiaug- 
Iwan and Kiaugyung, and this cansed an 
Access of competition from Russell’s and 
Butterfield & Swire, resulting in a fur- 
therlossof several tens of thousands of tac 
The purchase of the S.S N. by this Com- 
pauy took place on the Ist January in 
the following year ; and though wo after- 
wards had to compete with Butterfield 
& Swive, the result of the year’s working 
was such that the Company was able to 
declare a dividend 10% besides replacing 
the losses it had previously sustained. The 
Howsang and Kiangchang were both lost 
in the fifth year. ‘Ihe capital of the Com- 
pany was then only three-quarters of a 
million of taels, while the amount due to 
Government was ‘fs. 1,920,000 and to 
bankers Tis. 2,570,000. Under these try- 
ing circumstances the Viceroy Li was kind 
enough to procure the Imperial permission 
to suspend temporarily the payment, of 
interest on tie Government Loan, and to 
allow us a certain uumber of years in 
which to refund the capital. ‘The intor- 
est on our liabilities to native baukers 
amounted to no less than Tis, 360,000 ; 
and yet we were able to declare a divi- 





















































dend of 5% to the shareholders, carry- 
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ing over another 5% to the Reserve Fund. 
‘The Directors were not blind to the great 
discontent they caused to the shareholders 
at the time; but the shareholders must 
Know that to raise from the bankers « 
Joan of over ‘Tis. 2,300,000 and meet the 
interest on it to the time of Tis. 300,000 
per annum, was not a particularly easy 
task. Having this in view, the Directors 
thought it advisable to make some changes 
in the administration of the Company, 
which they did on the Ist day of the 5th 
year of Kuang Hsii. ‘They disposed of 
tho Foundry, where a large amount of the 
Company's capital was locked up, and they 
arranged a fixed allowance for all the 
Agencies, in order to bring down their ex. 
penditure, The result of the sixth year’s 
working was so satisfactory that they had 
not only reduced the interest account by 
over Tis. 100,000, but after declaring a 
dividend of 10% wrote off Tis, 420,000 
from steamer account for depreciation. 
‘Tho seventh and eighth years showed that 
the liabilit and interest account have 
undergone a steady annual dimiuution. 
Nor is this all ; not only was Tis. 400,000 
written off in each one of those years, but 
during the two years specified the Com- 
pany paid Tis. 700,000 to Government on 
account of Loan. ‘This is sudicieut to con- 
vince the shareholders that the Company 
has dono splendidly ; so much so, that 
though our Capital in the seventh year 
was Tis, 800,000 only, in tho following 
ring not ouly had the full million been 
subscribed, but the number of applications 
that had to be refused was enormous. 

‘he Grievance of the Directors, coupled 
‘a Request for the Blection of Successors. 
‘Whis Company’ was started by Clu Yuen- 
fa in the autumn of 1872. In the month 
of Juno 1873, the undersigned Tong King- 
ug was charged by His Excelloucy the 
eroy Li to re-oryanise the Company 
and tuke over management of it, reserving 
Chu to look after the tribute-rice. When 
the undersigned Tong commenced } 
functions in July, the undersigned Hott 
Jun was also appointed by th 

co-operate with him, Sul 
asked the Viceroy to appoint his brother 
‘Heit I-fa to assist him in the manage- 
ment of the tribute-rice ; and after that, 
Shéng Han-san became a member of the 
Board of Directors. For the first six 
years, the Board was composed of the 
above five persons. Chu Yuen-fu died in 
Tune 1878. Iu June of the following year 
his brothor I-fu was appointed Acting ‘Tao- 
tai of Yung-ting Ho in Chihli, and in the 
November following Han-sun was made 
Acting Ho-kien ‘Too-t'ai in Tientsiu. So 
they both quitted the Board, leaving only 
‘Nong and Heii, at the request of whom the 
Viceroy appointed Yeh Ku-chih to join. 
‘That goutleman resigned however after 
twelve months, and Ch‘ang Hung-lu was 
requested to tale his place, being appointed 
to the sub-management of the Head office 
in the spring of 1881, In consequence 
of the recent increase of the Co.’s business 
and the frequent absences’ of the under- 
signed ‘Long, the undersigned Chéng Kuan- 
ying was also appointed sub-manager. ‘Thus 
the Board is at present represented by the 
undersigned four members, who get on 
very smoothly together. ‘But now the 
undersigned ‘Long has to lay before the 
shareholders a grievance which he has had 
buried in his bosom for many years. The 
Company was started, as shown above, 
under Imperial Edict, through a Memo- 
rial by the Viceroy Li, on a strictly com- 
mercial footing. When the undersigned 
Tong took charge, and commenced tho 
re-formation of the Company, he laid 
down stringent rules to the effect that 
the business of the Company must be 
eutirely and purely commercial. No offi- 
cials were to be appointed, no official 
clerks or runners to be employed ; the 
custom of making official reports and for- 
warding accounts for official inspection 
was to fe disgoutiuued ; nothing but what 







































































was purely commercial was to have a place 
in the Company’s transactions. It was 
also arranged that the renumeration of the 
Directors, agents, and sersauts of the 
Company, with ali other expenses, should 
be defrayed from an allowance of 5 % on 
the freight. Besides getting the Imperial 
cousent to work the concer on this purely 
commercial basis, it was undoubtedly 
necessary to do so, and business could not 
be condicted otherwise. What was even 
more favourable, too, was that expenditure 
was limited to 5%, and this also was 
necessary in order to ensure the prolonged 
existence of the Compauy. 

For the first two years, foreigners with a 
jealous eye were wont to say that the 
U.MLS.N. Co. could not be managed with- 
out foreign assistance. Others sneered at 
us, saying that the business could not be 
worked with such small capital as we then 
possessed. Then all this jealousy was 
enhanced by our purchase of the S.S.N., 
and all sorts of rumours were set afloat. 
Of course, that was no wonder. But what 
did surprise us was that even some of our 
own countrymen made use of their ears 
for their eyes—said they had seen what 
they had only heard—and joined in 
echoing theso rumours. It was this that 
frightened the shareholders at one time 
and made them sacrifice their shares 
at 50% and 60% discount. Naturally, 
outsiders who kuew very little about 
the working of the Company, instead of 
taking measures to keep up its good name, 
assisted them in keeping the reports alive. 
‘Thus one Memorial after another was laid 
before the Throne and the alarm felt was 
really very great. It is possible that it 
was the fault of the undersigned Tong in 
uot having taken steps to prevent the cir- 
culation of these rumours ; but when you 
have a debt on your shoulders of over 
‘Tis. 2,000,000, and an Imperial order for 
the accounts to be enquired into, you 
have quite enough to break down any 
company in the world. Fortunate indeed 
was it for the shareholders that 
Viceroy Li took the whole responsibil 
npon himself. ‘Lo strengthen the bi 
ness of the Company he memorialisi 
for the allotment of more tribute-rice, a 
permission for us to have time to rey: 
igth by suspending payment of 
uterests on the Loan. Having been 
to fortified, the shareholders ought to be 
thankful for the position they are now iv, 
for it is entirely due to Li that they are 
able to pay off the Lan and make a profit 
besides. ‘The undersigned were originally 
all merchants, having been appointed by 
the Viceroy to take charge of Company ; 
aud the shareholders, have responded to 
their calls, have juined them in this under- 
taking. ‘Tho undersigned have not only 
large interests at stake in the Company, 
but all the shareholders who have joined 
them were their friends and relatives. 

It must not be forgotten that the success 
of the Company has been entirely due to 
the good management of its agencies and 
employés, and also to the patronage given us 
by the gentry and merchants of the coun- 
Ivis through them that the Company 
rived at its present stage. In work- 
ing it, the undersigned haye repeatedly 
received warnings and cautions from the 
Viceroy, but not a word of complaint 
from the shareholders. Men such as the 
undersigned are not like grass and wood, 
and it was our duty to do our utmost to 
make some recompense for the great 
honours bestowed on us by him who gave 
us our positions, and also to secure the 
the capital of our friends and relativ 
But what does seem stravge to us is 
that mer. who have no interest in the Com- 
pany were the very men who used to get 
up rumours to run it down. Perhaps au 
excuse might be found for them in the fact 
that a few years ago the Company had put 
nothing to the Reserve and had no prospect 
of refunding the Government loan,—which 
would allow such rumours to leak out; but 
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‘as the business of the Company has been 
s0 flourishing, and we have always been 
in so good a position respecting money 
to meet demands, and have kept our 
engagements with regard to the refunding 
ofthe loan, these facts should have been 
too strong for any rnmonts. The contrary, 
however, is the case. We find that there 
are certain pretended officials, staying in 
hotels in Shanghai, who have secretly been 
disseminating reports that they have been 
appointed in high quarters to enquire into 
the working of the Company. There is 
also another class of pretended officials in 
Peking, who, meeting with auy friends of 
the undersigned, have been wont to show 
the draft of a certain memorial to be 
presented against the management of the 
C.BLS. Co, These are strange doings— 
we cannot account for them. Kuowing 
however that we have never exceeded our 
duty in any particular, we pass them by 
without further notice. We can only sup- 
pose that, when we merchants are working 
with our own capital, and enjoying the con- 
fidence of those who join us and nob 
that of the officials, there arises a mit 
understanding between themand ourselves 5 
and that this misunderstanding has led to 
doubts of our stability. TI 
doubt were under the impres 
Company was an official concern. 
often have we rejected applications from 
officials for employment, or fur a nominal 
salary, or for a froe passage somewhere, or 
for small loans! Of course, refusals 
of this kind lead to unpleasantness, aud 
then they run us down, Indeed, for all 
we know, such people might have got up 
rumours on purpose to injure the Com- 
pauy, and have damajed the character 
of the Directors for some object of their 
own that we are not aware of ; aud what 
more can we expect fom officials who do 
not make themselves acquainted with the 
Company’s affairs? who never read our 
rules? who kuow nothing of commercial 
7 who believe that our vast capital 
of several millions all belongs to the Gov- 
ernment, and that the undersigned merely 
work in the office to fill their pockets 
under the pretext of taking care of Gov- 
ernment money? Having a grudge against 
some members of the Board they sproad 
such reports wilfully, with a view to get 
the Board filled by their own friends ; for 
had they kuown that this Compauy is 
entirely in the hands of merchants, that it 
is rapidly paying off the Government loan, 
and that its business is advancing every 
day, they could not have had any such, 
jdeas. Since the Company was formed, 
the Customs duties have increased from 
year to year. This is the beuefit which 
accrues to the revenue of China, The 
tasks of carrying troops to Corea, For- 
mosa, and Shan-hai Kuan, all done wi 
weeat promptitude, have been a bene- 
fit to the army. The result of the tri- 
bute-rice has been better and better every 
year, and this is a benefit to Govern 
ment Granaries. ‘he fall in the rate of 
freight from year to year since the Com. 
pany started is a benefit to the mercantil 
community at large. During the first 
five years the Company saved nothing, 
and the Board of Directors received no 
no remuneration whatever. ‘The hardships 
they experienced in raising money to carry 
on their business aud in resisting the 
rumours seb afluat, were unspeakable. 
During the last four years, more than Tis. 
1,000,000 have been written off in deprecia- 
tion, “Part of the government loan has been 
paid off by instalments. On a sharo of Tis, 
100 the shareholders have during the last 
nine years received the whole hack, and 
their shares are to-day worth over Tis. 200. 
‘Thus it will be seen that during nine years 
that they have made over 207 average every 
year. Of course we do not claim that as 
merit to ourselves; yet we believe we are en~ 
titled to be free from charges of mismanage- 
ment, We know the shareholders have 
all admitted that the Company has pen 
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managed extremely well ; but we are sorry to 
see that such is not the idea of outsiders. 
We believe that we have uot the ability to 
do our duty so thatit will suit such people 5 
put conscientiously speaking, we cannot 
have the shareholders’ money thrown 
away to satisfy others, and 20 long as we 
ate particular with our expenditure discon- 
tonit must Under these circumstances 
the undersigned have a desire to be relieved. 
By the 3rd clause of the Company's rules, 
‘every 500 shares should elect a member 
of the Board, aud all these members should 
elect a,Chairman. Then the time of office 
waslimited to tbreeyeacs, at the endof which 
time they might be retained or replaced. 
The undersigned Toug and Hsit have now 
served three series of threo years each. 
During the first, they did not feel justified 
in leaving the Company when it was in its 
infancy. At the end of the second, it hap- 
pened that just then they had to put the 
management under differeut systems. But 
nov, the fleet has been increased to over 
thirty boats, and the business in ditfereut 
ports has gaiued a firm footing. Our 
debt to Government will soon be wiped off. 
What we owe now to the insurance offices 
and others is divided into two halves ; + is 
the capital of the iusurance office and its 
reserve fund, the other consists of deposits 
here by wealthy men for a length of time, 
astate of things which is uot to be compared. 
with former years, when we used to go and 
borrow money from the banks. Besides, it 
must be remembered that we are making a 
further call of is. 1,000,000, and though 
this amount ia intended ‘for ‘the building 
of steamors, yet it will be some time before 
the amount can be paid off, and therefore 
the shareholders have plenty of time to 
arrange their finauces.

‘TRIAL TRIP OF THE “SAI CHAO.” 

We are indebted to the courtesy of the 
China Merchants’ S.N. Co. for a very 
agreeable excursion to Woosung on Tues- 
day afternoon on the occasion of a trial 
trip of the new steam lauuch Sai Chao 
(EE AR). ‘The launch has recently been 
built by the Hongkew Iron Works Co. 
expressly for the Taotai of Wuhu. Her 
dimensions are az follows :—Length 5Gft., 
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breadth of beam Iift., depth 6ft., draft 
forward Sh{t., do. aft. 6ft., displacement 
$5 tons, As rogards sho is said to 
be arable of making 13 knota. She 
in fit with a handsomely constructed 
Jai of non-condensing compound engines 
‘he diameter of the high pressure cylinder 
is 10 inches, that of the low do. 17} inches, 
stroke of piston 12 inches. The indicated 
horse-power is 120, the diameter of the 
propeller 4ft. Gin, and the number of 
revolutions per minute 220. The accom- 
modation on board is excellent, the after 
cabin being most comfortably furnished. 
‘The only drawback we experienced was 
that the paint was still wet and the 
smell of the varnish rather too strong 
and not at all calculated to remind one 
of Jockey Club or any other favourite

‘THE TEMPERANCE HALI. 
To the Editor of the 
Norrm-Cnma Datty News. 

Sm,—Among our numerous local institu- 
tions ‘the Temperance Hall occupies a 
foremost place. It has been for many 
years in existence, and has gained the 
respect and good will of the community, 
Alike in tho objects contemplated by it 

d_ the manner in which it has been 
carried on, it has undoubtedly boon a 
great success, and it js a causa for thank. 
fulness that such an institution exists in a 
place like Shanghai, for the benefit of 
those who are inclined to avail themselves 
of it. 

‘The Committeo in charge are anxious to 
extoud the benefits of such a place, and to 
render the entertainments connected with 
it as attractive as possible. Hitherto these 
entertainments have formed a great attrac- 
tion, so that the largo Hall has commonly 
beon well filled, showing that the pleasures 
to be enjoyed there of an evening were 
highly appreciated, and that the institu- 
tion was of athoroughly popular kind. At 
the regular meetings, which used to be 
held every fortnight, admission was froo 
to every one, and no charge was made not- 
withstanding the considerable expense 
incurred in the conduct of the place. It 
has of late been under the careful con- 
sideration of the Committee, that some 
modification of this rule should be made, 
and that a charge should be levied of fifty 
ceuts for reserved seats at the entertaiu- 
ments, and twenty cents for admission to 
the body of the Hall. In making this rule 
however, special exception will be allowed 
for Sailors, for whom these entertain- 
ments were originally intended. They 
will in all cases be admitted free, and be 
over heattily welcome. In return for this 
arrangement, it is expected that a higher 
order of programme will be secured, and 
the Committee are happy to atate that 
Mr, Fentum has kindly promised to 
take charge of the musical departiment, 
which, we need not say, is a sufficient 
guarantee of its high excellence. On the 
occasion of concerts being held, it has also 
been thought desirable that a charge of 
two dollars should be made for reserved 
seats, which it is believed will ot be 
objected to both in view of the current 

penses and the general interests of the 





























institution,

used for a great variety. of meetings of a 
highly useful and benoficial kind, so as to. 
be almost a necessity in our midet. At 
the same time, it cannot be maintained 
without a considerable income, as:well as 
to pay for other improvements that ara 
contemplated and to defray a debt of 
$3,000, which the Committee will be called 
ere long to meet. .
